Celebrates Jubilee 


Of Dom Mocquereau

Paris—-The famous Benedictine 
abbey at Solesmes has just celebrated 
the completion of fifty years of mon- 
astic life by Dom Mocquereau, the 
eminent restorer of Gregorian plain 
chant, known in New York for his 
courses at the Pius X Institute of Lit- 
urgical Music founded and directed 
by Mrs. Justine Ward 

Dom Mocquereau, born in Anjou 78 
years ago, showed exceptional musical 
inclination from a very early age. 
Brought up in a family of musicians 
he tells how, as a child, he was rocked 
to sleep with sonatas, trices and quar- 
tettes of Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven. 
As a young man, he studied the vi 


lin-cello under Dancla, professor at | 


the Paris Conservatory, and took part 
in some great symphony concerts in 
Paris. His masters wished to draw 


him into the conservatory, but he re-| 


tired from the world and knocked at 
the gate of the Abbey of Solesmes. 

There he was initiated into the 
study of Gregorian Music by Dom 
Pothier. Dom Mocquereau’s qualities 
as a professor were so remarkable 
that, in 1880, his abbot enjoined him 
to found a scola, which soon developed 
a marvelous choir. He is the cham- 
pion of a certain rhythmic system in 
Gregorian. 

Some years later the first volume 
of Paleographie Musicale, produced 
by Dom Mocquereau, appeared and 
brought before the public the whol 
repertoire of liturgical chants, under 
all their forms and throughout all 
their periods. To achieve this work, 
Dom Mocquereau had to go over an 
immense number of manuscripts cat- 
ing back to the ninth century and 
copy, compare, classify, and analyze | 
them, It was a gargantuan labor. The 
Paleographie Musicale has now reach- | 
ed its fourteenth volume and Dom 
Mocquereau is still directing the!

clans have gone to taste the charm :f 
its performances; among them, Per- | 
osi, Vincent d’Indy, Guilmant, Charles 
Bordes, etc.

Washington, D. C.—When the Ala-| 
‘bama Legislature reassembles next 
Tuesday bills aimed at the activities | 
of the Ku Klux Klan, and the en- 
forcement of the State prohibition

\duced, according to advices received 
from Birmingham. The bills have | 
heen drawn and a warm fight is ex-

‘except that given him by the Consti- | 
tution of the State.
